to a break in the St. Francis Levee a 


few. miles above Memphis Monday aft- 
ernoon, the river here last night fell 
two-tenths of a foot and the guage 
now reads 39.4, six and four-tenths 
over the danger line. The crest of the 
flood has not yet passed" but relief is 
afforded throifgh the spreading of the 
waters. Crevasses nearly a anile wide 
at Hollybush have had a perceptible 
effect on" the situation,at Memphis. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 17—The St. 


Frameis Levee gave away laite yester- • 
day afternoon at Trice's Landing. Ark. 
20 miles north of the city, arud the 
wa-ters of tire Mississippi are rushing 
through a •three-quarter-miile crevasse 
in the embanikment, with, a roar that 
can be (heard far m'iles. This is the 
first break that has been1 made in the 
vicinity of Memphis, T>ut the fact that 
thjgi 'Water is still rising at a -rapid rate 
and that other points on the Arkansas 
ilevee north of Memphis are in a pre- 
carious cond'itkra, lead to the fear that 
reports today will tell of -several other 
serious crevasses. 


The levee at Trice's, wtoich is a mile 


from Hollyhusn, (has been threatened 
since Sun'day afternoon. • Sunday night 
the water was on a level with the 
Test of the levee at Hollybush, and the 
rise carried -it over a foot higher, 
sweeping away the temporary embank- 
ment at Trice's and tearing the levee 
itself from its foundation, 
giving a 


new channel for the flood. Th'e break 
was of much extent that the engineers 
•realized the 'hopelessness of attempt- 
ing to repair the breach, and it was 
abandoned after the ends of the levee 
at either side of the crevasse had been 
rivetted with sand sacks and stones to 
prevent further cutting away of the 
embankment 
The situation: an the 


meantime had become critical at three 
other points, and it -is considered 
doubtful if tiese places can be held in* 
the face of the rising flood. 


At Pecan Point, Fogleman's Land- 


ing and St. Thomas the flood is abreast 
of the crown of the levees, and hund- 
icds of men at each place are work- 
ing to save lie dikes.
